Regarding claim 51 , prior art fails to teach or make obvious an edge device for 
an elevator door comprising: an elongate array of infrared transmitter elements each 
which emits infrared radiation, and an elongate array of illuminable elements each 
which emits visible light to illuminate the doorway when the door is open such that the 
visible light is visible to persons approaching the elevator doorway, wherein when in use 
the edge device is located in the elevator door. 

Regarding claim 52, prior art fails to teach or make obvious an edge device for 
an elevator door comprising: an elongate array of infrared transmitter elements each 
which emits infrared radiation, and at least one illuminable element which emits visible 
light to illuminate the doorway when the door is open such that the visible light is visible 
to persons approaching the elevator doorway, wherein the infrared transmitter elements 
and the at least one illuminable element are disposed in a common carrier structure, 
wherein when in use the edge device is located in the elevator door. 

Regarding claim 53, prior art fails to teach or make obvious an edge device for 
an elevator door comprising: an elongate array of infrared receiver elements each which 
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receiver infrared radiation, and at least one illuminable element which emits visible light 
to illuminate the doorway when the door is open such that the visible light is visible to 
persons approaching the elevator doorway, wherein the infrared transmitter elements 
and the at least one illuminable element are disposed in a common carrier structure, 
wherein when in use the edge device is located in the elevator door. 

Regarding claim 54, prior art fails to teach or make obvious an edge device for 
an elevator door comprising: an elongate array of infrared receiver elements each which 
receiver infrared radiation, and at least one illuminable element which emits visible light 
to illuminate the doorway when the door is open such that the visible light is visible to 
persons approaching the elevator doorway, wherein the infrared transmitter elements 
and the at least one illuminable element are disposed in a common carrier structure, 
wherein when in use the edge device is located in the elevator door. 

Regarding claim 68, prior art fails to teach or make obvious an edge device for 
an elevator door comprising: an elongate array of infrared transmitter elements each 
which emits infrared radiation, and an elongate array of illuminable elements each 
which emits visible light to illuminate the doorway when the door is open such that the 
visible light is visible to persons approaching the elevator doorway, wherein when in use 
the edge device is located in the elevator door. 

Regarding claim 69, prior art fails to teach or make obvious an edge device for 
an elevator door comprising: an elongate array of infrared receiver elements each which
